DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Singers Paul Simon, Sir Paul McCartney and Billy 
Joel were seen riding the subway together from 
the Montauk Lighthouse station to Amagansett 
after the Montauk Lighthouse fundraiser last 
week, where Paul Simon played for the crowd. 
Simon and McCartney were allowed to bring their 
guitars on the subway, but Joel, who came with 
a grand piano on wheels, was told to leave the 
piano on the platform, which he did. 


SUBWAY FOOT LONGS ARE INDEED 

The Subway restaurant chain has had a longtime 
contract with Hamptons Subway to operate food 
kiosks on all 17 platforms. This summer, for 
the first time, several customers complained 
the footlongs were 11 inches. As a result, 
Commissioner Aspinall deployed the Hamptons 
Subway SWAT Team. Armed with rulers, 
they descended by surprise on every platform 
exactly at 8:45 a.m. to measure the footlongs 


simultaneously. All were at least 12 inches in 
length, much to the Commissioner’s surprise. He 
expected at least one sub-12-inch footlong and 
had intended to impose a 15% tariff because of it. 
Now he is angry at the SWAT team and intends to 
investigate them to see if there is a “worm in the 
apple,” as he put it. We, his staff, try to protect 
him from his own worse instincts. Sometimes we 
are successful, sometimes not. 


ART SHOW 

The third grade class of the new Clarence 
Bramblewood Prep School in Southampton will 
be having a lemonade and cheese art opening of 
the students’ work on the westbound platform of 
the Water Mill Station on September 22 from 4 to 
6 p.m. The artwork, which is intended to simulate 
graffiti on Hamptons Subway—something that 
gets scrubbed off every night—was created in 
Crayola on butcher paper. The show will hang 


from the platform walls until October 31. Enjoy. 


WOOD PANELS 

Hamptons. Subway trains are safe underground 
during gales and hurricanes, but during the 
night when the subway system shuts down so the 


platforms, tunnels and tracks can be scrubbed 
clean, they are taken to the above ground Montauk 
Yards by Fort Pond Bay for their separate going » 
over. Here they are vulnerable to storms, and so 
when one threatens, the subway car windows are 
fitted with tight-fitting wooden storm shutters 
for the night and only the insides are gone over. 
These shutters get removed as the eight subway 
trains head for the tunnels at 6 a.m. 

Last Wednesday, Abe Fortune, whose job it is 
to crowbar off the storm shutters as the trains 
leave, failed to remove the shutters on the last 
subway train as it went out to pick up passengers 
at “Downtown Montauk,” the train’s first stop. 
Without heat or air conditioning, the passengers 
banged on the windows until the Amagansett 
stop when everybody staggered off all sweaty and 
angry as the sliding doors opened. 

A lawsuit has followed, not from any passenger 
(all are okay) but from Abe’s wife Maria Fortune, 
who said that Commissioner Aspinall’s firing of 
her husband was a disgraceful harassment, and 
he should have been issued a warning. He had 
thought he had done all eight trains. She filed a 
harassment lawsuit against Hamptons Subway 
and called Commissioner Aspinall “stupid” on 
Twitter, and because of that the Commissioner, 
who tweets every morning, is banning her from 
ever using the subway and hopes to have her 
deported to Guatemala before nightfall, even if 
she is a U.S. citizen. “Sad,” he tweeted.

LOCALS QUESTION 
VACATIONERS’ FAILURE TO VACATE 
The Hamptons Police responded to numerous 
calls last Tuesday reporting the mysterious, 
continued presence of hundreds of vacationers in 
villages across the South Fork. Callers expressed 
alarm and outrage that the longstanding custom 
of exiting the region on or before Labor Day 
was being flouted by a determined group of 
visitors. In response to the complaints, police 
made inquiries in numerous locations but could 
uncover no wrongdoing. 

The Hamptons Police pointed out that there 


was certainly nothing illegal about visitors 


choosing to stay past Labor Day. 

“Despite what people might have heard, 
Tumbleweed Tuesday is not a mandate for people 
to leave,” says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch. “Visitors are free to stay as long as they 
like, within certain parameters.” Hirsch explains 
that locals refer to the Tuesday after Labor Day 
as Tumbleweed Tuesday, and have historically 
regarded it as a day to reclaim their villages and 
beaches from the seasonal residents and tourists 
who dominate the landscape during the summer 
months. “But, to reiterate, their leaving on Labor 
Day is only a time-honored norm, and like many 
such norms, it is being tested by the culture,” 
explains Hirsch. 

Lifelong Sag Harborite Joe Goodacre was 
not having it. “Are you telling me that, on 
Tumbleweed Tuesday, I can’t drive down from 
Mount Misery and have my pick of parking spots 
on Main Street? Or, go down to Havens Beach 
without having to see all these people crowding it 
up? What do I pay taxes for?” Goodacre says that 
he plans to file a petition to make Tumbleweed 
Tuesday a legal holiday on which those who 


are not year-round residents of the South Fork 
will have parking privileges and beach access 
revoked. “If people aren’t going to get out on 
their own, then we got to make it a legal matter, 
right Bub?” 

While a law like the one Goodacre envisions 
seems unlikely to be enacted, Hirsch says that the 
Hamptons Police are continuing to take measures 
that might lead to visitors opting to hasten their 
departures. “We're stepping up our enforcement 
of the Mandatory Cash Minimum law. We are 
now doing stop-and-frisk on a routine basis to 
verify that visitors are maintaining the proper 
amount of cash on their persons. Anyone who 
falls below the minimum is directed to leave 
immediately or pay a steep fine.” In Sag Harbor, 
there’s also a stepped-up enforcement of the 
dress code that requires casual attire in the 
village. “As the weather cools down, visitors 
will find it harder to comply with the provisions 
against formal wear. At some point, they'll decide 
it’s easier just to leave.” &

ELON MUSK IS SAD

lawn from Long Wharf to the arc of the little © 


beach and the sun setting over the boats beyond 
at sunset. From Long Wharf, the stretch of 


downtown is now a delight of visible open space 


beachfront as never before. 

All of this is due to the financial astuteness 
of developer Jay Bialsky, who stepped into the 
picture this past year with a brilliant plan to end 
a real estate logjam that threatened to go on for 
years and years without resolution. 

The logjam was the result of multiple owners 
having small parcels of the property, each of 
whom had to be persuaded about what to do

next. Originally, one group wanted to develop 
one third of the property with 13 condominiums, 
and in exchange for this they would give the other 
two thirds to the Village for its park. The problem 
was the two sides couldn’t get their act together 
as far as price went. One issue was that to release 
the funds needed, whatever it might have been, 
would involve getting an appraisal that would not 
result in the town overpaying. 

An interesting part of this story is the fact that

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a small unused.and crumbling road went through 
the property to dead-end on the shore there. 
Because the Town already owned this small 
stretch, the developers couldn’t go ahead unless 
this crumbling road was thrown into the mix to 
make it happen. 

Bialsky’s solution to the stalled negotiations 
was simple. He waded in and took over the 
developers side of the project. 

_ Bialsky went back to the town and the Village 
and said he would reduce the number of 
condominiums to just three. He also got a new 
appraisal, Bialsky’s lawyer told me. Because of 
much higher recent sales in Sag Harbor not 
considered during the Town’s earlier appraisal—a 
three-quarter-acre building site on Glover Street 
had gone for $10.5 million, for example—the 
lawyer said an appraiser gave an estimate for this 
parcel, a waterfront parcel, at $15 million, and 
the town then agreed at $10.5 million to make 
the deal. 

_ The Village of Sag Harbor and the Town of 
Southampton look upon him as a man who came 
in and saved the day. Bialsky has every reason to 
consider he has done that. 


Part of the deal is that Bialsky would pay to’ 


have the two derelict buildings on the property 
torn down, he would pay for the foliage to 
be removed, and he would pay to tear up the 
concrete of the unused road that went through 
the property. (That was his money that did that.) 
Furthermore, he agreed that the approvals or 
denials he might get for the creation of his three 
- condominium units would not interfere with the 
creation of the park. Once it was all signed, and it 
was signed, the park could proceed, and all that 
remained was to hear what Bialsky had in mind 
for his three condominiums. 

That proposal became public last month. 
When you think of a condo, you usually think 
of something that might be 700 or 800 square 

feet. Mr. Bialsky is proposing that each of 
the three condominiums be 10,224 square 
feet, 8,750 square feet and 8,766 square feet 
in a building that is 46 feet tall and in total 
27,000 square feet. This is only slightly smaller 
than the size the earlier group had wanted to have 
for its 13 condos. To give you an idea of the size, 
look at King Kullen in Bridgehampton. Bialsky’s 
building would be about half that King Kullen. It 
would barely fit on his sliver of the property. It 
would rise up 11 feet higher than the legal limit. 
Tt would be the tallest building in town, and it 
would set a precedent for an upcoming proposal 
across the street for that height, if approved. The 
Bialsky project would require a reported nine 
zoning variances. 

The Village Board of Historic Preservation 
and Architectural Review, which is to decide 
upon this, is stuck with very mixed emotions. 
“We are very grateful for what Mr. Bialsky did,” 
one of them said. “But this can’t be a quid quo 
pro,” said another. 

No, it can’t. And it won’t be. In some regard, 
it’s a bit like a concerned citizen running into 
a burning building and saving the lives of the 
three people living there by carrying them out on 
his shoulders. 

And then submitting a bill. 

What to do? 

Perhaps Mr. Bialsky is of the opinion that 
if you start by asking something that is a lot, 
it can be whittled down by a committee and 
still be something that is a lot, but less of a 
lot. In a way, he is making another bet here 


that he can sell these three condominiums, 
even if they are somewhat less than what he 
proposed, for a very pretty penny, perhaps to the 
owners of the 150-foot yachts that get docked 
in the slips to the south of Long Wharf. 


ni ng into a burning building 
and saving the lives of the three 
people living there...and then 
submitting a bill. 


These are people with money to burn, with 
the wherewithal to have helicopters parked on 
the top of their yachts’ upper decks. Imagine 
having a 10-room waterfront home, even at 


6,000 square feet quite a pad, smack on 
the waterfront beach, overlooking’ the 
sunset and adjacent to the beachfront park 
next door. 

The plans for the park include the beach, a 
playground, restrooms, trails, a boat pier and 
a public plaza with seating. Every summer, 
the Sag Harbor Community Band gives a free 
concert at the other end of town, in front of the 
American Legion Post on Bay Street—the street 
is blocked off for the occasion—playing marches 
and other patriotic songs and then, at the end, as 
a great final composition, the finale of the “1812 
Overture” by Tchaikovsky, at which point cannons 
thunder off blank charges in the spose iaegy of 
the sea. 

Now wouldn’t that be something at sunset at 
the John Steinbeck Park. #&

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Parrish Art Museum Abuzz with Keith Sonnier Exhibition

n 1898, through a relatively simple experiment, 

British chemists William Ramsey and Morris 
Travers discovered the chemical element neon. 
A French chemist, Georges Claude, discovered 
in 1902 that, with an electric charge, this rare 
gas produced light. Eight years later Claude 
displayed his first neon lamp in Paris; in 
1905 he patented the neon lighting tube; and in 
1923, his company, Claude Neon, sold its first neon 
sign in the U.S., to the Packard car dealership in 
Los Angeles. 

Sometime in the mid-1930s, Czech artist 
Zdenék PeSanek was commissioned by the Electric 
Company of the City of Prague to decorate their 
new building. Part of this installation, called One 
Hundred Years of Electricity, is believed to be 
the first use neon in an artistic context. 

The East End itself is no stranger to neon 
sculpture as art. Consider the beloved “Sag 
Harbor” neon patiently waiting in storage to 
be returned its to rightful place on the Sag 
_ Harbor Cinema, or the Dan Flavin Institute in 
Bridgehampton. Now, the Parrish Art Museum is 
getting in on the mix with its newest exhibition 
Keith Sonnier: Until Today, featuring the artist’s 
neon sculpture—including a site-specific neon 
installation and work rarely shown in the U.S.— 
as well as sound pieces and large-scale sculptures 
influenced by Sonnier’s deep interest in other 
cultures. It’s also the artist’s first solo exhibition in 
35 years in an American museum. “The Parrish is 
thrilled to have the opportunity to bring the full

arc of Sonnier’s career to light,” Museum Director 
Terrie Sultan noted. “Not only is Sonnier one of 
the most innovative artists working in the United 
States today, his creativity is an inspiration to 
entirely new generations of artists.”

display. The two earliest pieces in the exhibit, 
for example, contain no neon at all. “Rat Tail 
Exercise” (1968), created from simple string, 
latex, rubber and flocking, shows a dynamic 
shape through minimal use of line, while 
“Untitled” (1967), a 22-section sewn-satin object,

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the surrounding architecture of the room. That 
command is not by accident. This idea of how 
we experience sculpture within architecture and 
how space becomes a component of sculpture are 
prominent themes in Sonnier’s work. 

Take for example the first piece a visitor 
encounters. “Rectangle Diptych” was created 
specifically for the space it occupies in the 
Parrish’s large open foyer. Sonnier took the 
design of the room—its size, its many large 
windows, the fact that the outside world is in full 
view—into consideration when deciding on the 
scale, composition and colors of the piece. 

Sonnier’s early interests included the fields of 
conceptual, post-minimal video and performance 
art. As those interests expanded in the 1970s the 
artist created groundbreaking work in sound 
and video transmission, experimental film 
and surveillance works such as “Quad Scan” 
(1975), a sound/process piece created from a 
scanner, telephone speaker and radios, on view 
in the hallway between the two main rooms of 
the exhibition. One has to put one’s ear to the 
speakers in order to hear sound and think about 
how, due to the nature of the piece, no two people 
will ever experience this artwork in the same way.

It’s the combination of so many disparate 
pieces that makes this exhibition so enjoyable 
and exciting. Keith Sonnier: Until Today is the 
first such exhibition to consider the full extent 
of Sonnier’s work, and features more than 30 
works that reveal his diverse output from 1967 to 
the present. It was no small task for guest curator 
Jeffery Grove, but he pulls it off marvelously. 
“Keith Sonnier has forged a singular sculptural 
language that defies easy categorization,” 
Grove says. “With a sensitive and idiosyncratic 
understanding of materiality and physicality, 
he has consistently produced work that’s at 
once surprising in its originality and generous 
in spirit.” @& .

This Week’s Cover Artist: Edwina Lucas 


S ag Harbor painter Edwina Lucas has a unique 
story to tell. She says, “I paint from life and 
in natural light as often as possible. My mother, 
who’s an outstanding artist, taught me how to 
paint with oils when I was five years old and I 
haven’t wanted to stop since.” She continues, 
“I believe in the power of beautiful things. I 
choose to paint subjects that quiet my mind, 
capture my attention and stir my spirit. Nature, 
and its infinite evolution, provides me with such 
material.” All of which begs the question...What 
is it about ducks? 

I think the most magical thing about ducks 
is the way they glide on the water. Above the 
surface, they are nearly still, effortlessly cutting 
the water, leaving a delicate trail of ripples in 
their wake. Yet below the surface, their feet are 
hard at work, rapidly pedaling, propelling them 
forward. I find this duality remarkable. 

What was the particular inspiration for 
this piece, “Pond View Ducks?” 

A visit to the duck pond on Pond View Drive 
in East Hampton. I was taken aback by the 
eruption of color and energy as these ducks fed 
on scraps of bread tossed to them by onlookers. 
The movement of the birds and the reflection 
on the water morphed before my eyes into an 
abstracted reality of color, form and light. I knew 
I had to paint this scene. 

Now that summer is winding down, what 
are you most looking forward to about 
the fall? 


Painting en plein air at the 
ocean. I find autumn is the best 
time to paint the sea because 
the beaches are less crowded, 
the weather is milder and the 
surf is rough and exciting. 

Do you have a favorite 
place to swim? To paint? 

My favorite place to swim is 
at Scott Cameron Beach. This 
was my family beach as a kid 
and will always have a special 
place in my heart. 

My favorite place to paint is 
in my mom’s garden. She has found a way to 
make her garden beautiful and paintable from 
April to November. This was particularly helpful 
this year as I prepared for a summer floral show 
at Ille Arts in Amagansett. 

What is the significance of painting in 
contemporary society? 

Painting brings us together as artists as we 
work out problems, find solutions and strive to 
get better. This past winter, I started teaching oil 
painting at The Golden Eagle in East Hampton. 
I’m humbled and delighted every week when 


people come to take my class. In today’s society 
_ it can be difficult, and even frowned upon, to 


give yourself a gift. We can find ways to talk 
ourselves out of trying something new, taking a 
risk and being vulnerable. Each week I watch my 


students bravely block out three hours of their 


day to devote to painting. They 
push past their fears and begin 
to swirl the paint, observe their . 
subject and make magic on their 
canvas. This ancient medium, 
simply made up of brushes and 
pigment, challenges us and 
pushes us to new heights. 

Where’s the most 
unusual place your work 
has appeared? © 

On an album cover for a band 
from Skidmore College. They 
saw one of my pieces in the 
painting studio and asked if they could use it. I 
said absolutely! I don’t think I’ve ever felt cooler. 

If you could sit down to coffee with any 
artist from history, who would it be and 
what would you talk about? 

Joaquin Sorolla, my favorite painter of all time. 
We would talk about color. All the ins and outs 
and subtlety of color. I would ask him as many 
questions as I could about his color palette and 
his technique. More than anything, I would want 
to watch him paint. I think you can learn so much 
from watching the way a painter mixes color and 
applies paint to the canvas.

How has your stand-up routine —— over 
the years? 

I came from a large Italian family with over 20 cous- 
ins, and now I’ve made a family of my own. Family has 
always been a basis of my work. As far as the act it- 
self, hopefully it becomes a little more thoughtful, you 
have a lot more experiences to draw from, you have a 
lot more skill in how you can write it and relate it to 
people. Hopefully, it matures. When you start out you 
don’t have that much to pull from, you’re funny but 
your life is small. You’re living in an apartment with 
your friends, you aren’t doing too much but living your 
experiences, you just haven’t lived that much. But as 
you live longer and have more experiences, hopefully, 
you're getting better at what you're doing, and then 
naturally your act should be a more mature, better, 
funnier thing. 


What's one thing about sourdough bread that 
people should know? 

It’s the way bread has been made for thousands of 
years. We're living in this generation that we think 
bread is bad for you and we are scared of it. If you eat 
bread the way it has been made since ancient Egypt, 
and you do it the right way with flour, water, salt and 
yeast, you will be healthier for it. 1 never understood 
that. If people have been eating it for thousands of 
years like this, why are we the generation to stop? 


Do you have hidden talents or skills that you 
discovered while on tour? 

As the years go on I’ve discovered that I’m a better 
writer than I knew. I was able to write a book, I was 
able to take over the writing from Live From Here, 
I’m always writing stuff for television and my standup, 
and not only that I had the aptitude for it, but that I . 
really enjoy it. I think, after all this time, to see my- 
self primarily as a comedian and a writer, that’s a bit 
of a surprise. I could have ended up being more of an 
actor or something else, the writing is something that 
I enjoy, it’s something that progresses and takes me 
further along. 


At the end of the day, Papa just wants his audience 
to walk out better than they walked in. “It’s going to be 
an escape from everything else; you are dealing with 
in your life and I guarantee you are going to feel better 
after the show,” he promises.

The fewer food miles traveled, the fresher 
your food is. Just-picked produce has an incomparable 
sweetness and fullness of flavor. 

Buy the best ingredients. European-style butter has 
a bit more fat than standard American butter and that 
makes a big difference on how we perceive its richness. 
Unsalted butter is better for cooking as it allows you to 


adjust the salt level from the beginning and it’s often 


fresher than salted butter—because it has to be.

getting upset. If your glass of rosé is far too cold, give it. 
a few minutes to warm up. 

Relax at home too. I’m currently writing a book 
about home entertaining. I could write a book about 
how not to entertain at home: don’t. overstuff your 
oven so that it takes THREE hours for the chicken to 
cook; don’t assume that the beer your guests insist on 
bringing will arrive chilled, don’t let your guests’ dog 
lick up some spilled chocolate, even if they say it’s 
okay; don’t stress!

So you 
blew it; no one ever died because their Champagne was 
served in the wrong kind of flute! g@.

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Going High in the Great Outdoors 


H ere are just three ways to get above it 
all this fall on the East End: 

To some, the phrase “go fly a kite” 
sounds hurtfully dismissive; to others, 
it sounds like fun. With so much open 
space on the East End—not to mention 
healthy ocean breezes—you might 
never find a better place to go fly a kite. 
There are a few things to keep in mind 
when taking part in this family-friendly 
pastime. First, while you need wind to 
do it, flying a kite in high winds can be 
difficult and possibly even dangerous. 
You want wind at about 5-25 mph, the 
speed at which leaves might be on the 
move, but the wind isn’t howling. Next, 
stay away from roads and power lines. 
You don’t want to be the cause of a traffic 
kerfuffle that backs the beast up to the 
middle of the island, or the reason the

outage darkness. Open fields, parks and 
beaches are best. Finally, remember what you learned 
in history class. While any mother would be proud to 
raise the next Benjamin Franklin, shell be much less 
impressed (as will we all) if you get struck by lightning 
flying a kite. Which is to say, never fly a kite during a 
storm. Not only do you risk a lightning strike, but also 
high winds will make it impossible to control your kite. 
So put your back to the wind, and let ’er rip. 
Technological advances have made drones both 
more accessible and easier to use. But before you 
start piloting your own drone, there’s a lot you need 
to know. First, no drone is easy to fly at first. Practice

makes perfect. As a general rule, the less expensive 
the drone, the more difficult it will be to fly. More 
expensive drones have more powerful computers with 
added sensors for better functionality. If you buy a 
cheap drone on clearance, you'll need extra practice; 
and if you’re spending $700, you'll probably still want 
some extra practice to protect your investment. Make 
sure you practice somewhere safe, away from other 
people and valuable property. This is a good rule even 
after you’re more experienced. The safety of others 
should be your primary concern. Doing your research 
will save time and money and you'll gain a lot of general 


knowledge, which could also save time 
and money when it comes to learning 
how to use your drone. And, of, course, 
there’s the law. Check the FAA website 
for all of the rules and regulations—of 
which there are many. 

Based on Darwin’s Theory of Evolution, 
humans—and every other land creature 
that has ever existed—evolved from the 
sea.
